complain, for It Is in that guise that 
she has consistently represented her¬ 
self. The allies-lived for many years 
In a fool’s paradise with respect to 
her commerc ia l and potlttrnl am¬ 
bitions In declaring they will do ao 
no longer they do but follow the rule 
of self-preservation." 

The Tariff Reform organ, tho Daily 
Express, expresaes the opinion that 
'even those British politicians who 
before the war were most enthusiastic 
free traders," will recognise the need 
of adopting the recommendations 
made by the conference.
